An amazing, priceless exhibit of 
10.000 miniatures today was of­ 
fered to the residents of P a l m 
Springs, 
for 
permanent 
display 
here. 
It is the famous Jules Char- 
bneau Miniature collection, which 
has been shown throughout 
the 
world to 18 million people in per­ 
son during the past 18 years, and 
to countless others over television. 
Several conditions must be met 
first though. 
Mr. Charbneau of San Francis­ 
co. and ‘his 
daughter, 
Isabella 
Charbneau. who now resides at 
2635 Anza Trail, and who acts as 
curator for the Charbneau Minia­ 
ture Museum, insist that the col­ 
lection not be cpmmercialized in 
any way, and that no collction be 
taken from visitors. 


THIS BRINGS up a problem of 
finance. 
First a budding must be con­ 
structed, or a present one reno­ 
vated or adapted for the museum 
display. 
Show 
cases 
are 
also 
needed for the invaluable exhibit. 
A room 40 by 60 feet is needed. 
All this must be donated 
Then, too, monies must be made 
available for maintenance of the 
museum once it is established. Es­ 
timated cost of this, 
including 
maintenance of the museum once 
It i- established. 
Estimated cost 
of this, including maintenance and 
Insurance, would be $12,000 an­ 
nually. according to Miss Char­ 
bneau, who would be curator dur­ 
ing her lifetime. 
Charbneau, now 72. started the 
collection when he was eight years 
oi age and living on his father's 
farm in Mount Clement. Michigan. 
First items collecl,ed were Indian 
arrowheads, of a miniature size. 


AFTER 64 YEARS of collecting, 
he now wants to see the muséum 
encased in 
a 
permanent home, 
during his lifetime. He has previ­ 
ously refused offers qf other cities 
to house the museum, and now of­ 
fers it to Palm Springs. 
Time is of Importance too, for 
both

Charbneau 
and 
his 
daughter would like to sAe action 
taken on the offer by October 
The collection, 
made in four 
trips around the world and includ 
ing items from more than 60 coun­ 
tries, is described as the most 
complete of its kind anywhere. 
Many ilems it contains are irre­ 
placeable, as they are the small­ 
est of their type to be found

Charbneau. now of San Francis­ 
co, was at one time curator bf the 
Washington State Art Association, 
and is now credited with being one 
of the nation's best appraisers and 
evaluators of fine arts. His daugh­ 
ter is noted as a lecturer and an 
appraiser in her own right.

In compliance with a writ of 
mandate issued by the Superior 
Court in accordance with an order 
by the District Court of Appeals, 
the board of supervisors on Mon 
day cancelled and annulled "un 
conditionally their order of March 
28, 1956 denying the application of 
the Desert Turf Club for a quar­ 
tet- horse race track fn the Rancho 
Mirage area southeast of Palm 
Spring. 
After 
some 
disagreement 
be 
tween County Counsel Ray T. Sul 
livan. Jr., and John B Glover, at 
torney for the turf club, the board 
delayed until 10 a.m. August 20 
making a decision on whether 
further hearing on the application 
should be held. 
Glover protested against any de­ 
lay in reaching a decision, and 
said that according to the writ of 
mandate the board is not obligated 
to hold any further hearing. 


SULLIVAN AGREED that a de 
termination not to hold a hearing 
would be in conformance with the 
writ issued by the Superior Court 
but said he believes the District 
Court of Appeals would determine 
that that the writ “had not gone 
far enough.” 
He said the District 
Court of Appeals had "strongly in­ 
dicated 
that 
a further 
hearing 
should be held” 
Supervisor George Berkey said 
he could not see where anything 
would be gained by a 
further 
hearing and said he was ready to 
reach a decision. 
On questioning 
by Sullivan, however, it developed 
that Berkey had read the 
tran­ 
script of the hearing and had read 
the county planning commission's 
recommendation that a perm it be 
granted, but had not seen all of 
the "exhibits" such as maps. 
Berkey was not a m em ber of 
the board at the time of the hear­ 
ing. and Sullivan pointed out that 
according to law he cannot vote 
on the issue without a complete 
review of all evidence submitted 
at the 1955 hearing.

one on land us* and not on the 
morals of horse racing, but they 
obviously were influenced by the 
deluge of protests that

moral problems. 


TIIE DISTRICT COURT of Ap­ 
peals said the supervisors should 
wholly exclude any consideration 
as to any alleged immorality of 
horse racing and betting as auth­ 
orized by state law 
Accompanying Glover when he 
appeared before the board Mon­ 
day were Frank Bogert, president 
of the Desert Turf Club, H. L.

The little critters that taught 
man to fly eat more as youngsters 
every day than their own weight. 


TAKE TH E BLACK tern, which 
weighs 31 grams.

DOUBLE FEATURE 
Lacking the usual contests and excite­ 
ment over the outcome, the two big 
political shows are all set to lake the 
stage. The Democrats enter the spot­ 
lights first this time, with the Republi­ 
cans getting the rebuttal for a change. 
What the conventions lack this year in 
candidate competition they will try to 
make up in fanfare. The reason, of 
course, is that the gaudy show will be 
seen by millions and millions of voters 
in every nook and corner of the land. 
As things have shaped up it will be r 
contest of issues rather than candidates. 
Adlal Stevenson will likely be nominated 
on one of the first three ballots and Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower will undoubtedly be 
the Republican's choice by acclamation. 
Political experts say that Nixon is a 
cinch to be Ike's running mate again, 
but second spot on the Democratic tick­ 
et Is still more in doubt. 
The modern political convention is 
staged by highly organized political ma­ 
chines and has been in the hands of pro­ 
fessionals for a long time. It all started 
back in 1840 when the convention 
method of selecting candidates was hit 
upon as the only way to overcome unfor- 
seen difficulties in selecting presidents. 
In 1824 there were so many candidates 
that none could get a majority of elec­ 
tors. In that year the House of Repre­ 
sentatives had to settle the issue, and 
elected John Quincy Adams. 
But even the founders of the conven­ 
tion system did not realize what an in­ 
stitution they had set afoot. These gaudy 
and exciting political shows, while scri-' 
ous In their objectives, picked up more 
fanfare as the years went on and pro­ 
duced some surprising results. The 
quadrennial gatherings of both parties 
set the stage for spirited campaigns with 
their famous slogans and issues. 
Keynoters Give All 
Great responsibility of carrying the 
battle to the enemy and praising their 
own leaders falls upon the keynote 
speakers who set the stage for the com­ 
ing campaigns. Listeners, whether they 
be Democrats or Republicans, should 
find these oratorical outbursts interest­ 
ing—even entertaining. 
Perhaps the greatest "actor” on either 
stage will be 36-year-old Frank G. detri­ 
ment, Governor of Tennessee. Known as 
the "Boy Orator of the Cumberland,” 
this Bible-quoting Southerner who has 
been an ardent supporter of Adlai Stev­ 
enson and who turned a cold shoulder 
on fellow stateman Kefauver, has al­ 
ready earned the reputation of a politi­ 
cal spellbinder. He comes nearer to the 
silver-tongued orators of earlier conv en­ 
tions than any men of this era. 


More somber and humorless — per­ 
haps more deadly serious—-will be an­ 
other noted governor, Arthur B. Lang- 
lie of Washington, who sounds off for 
the Republicans, This year the Repub­ 
licans will have to change their long- 
played role of critic to that of praise and 
admiration for their accomplishments— 
and their great leader. For this respon­ 
sibility the GOP leaders have chosen 
hard-working Langlie, who will act only 
as the Keynoter and then fade from the 
convention picture. Gov. Clemment, on 
the other hand, will serve as Temporary 
Chairman for the Democratic conclave. 
Southerners Come United 
Meeting in Atlanta early this month 
the top Democratic party leaders of 11 
Southern states got together and sound­ 
ed a warning to their whole party to 
keep its civil rights aims within bounds 
that the leaders from Dixie can accept. 
They have a potent weapon too, with 
336 of the 1327 delegate votes. Gov. 
George B. Timmerman, Jr., of South Car­ 
olina, chairman of the caucus in Atlanta, 
satd they would insist on recognition of 
the "Southern viewpoint." 
The civil rights issue will likely pro­ 
duce the most fireworks at the Demo­ 
cratic convention, and be a hot potato 
for their GOP opponents as well. Said 
Gov. Timmerman: "The Southern states 
are unified as never before In their own 
interests and the interests of the party 
and the nation. We recognize the prob­ 
lems and political necessities of other 
states and we insist that they in turn 
recognize ours." 
No matter how carefully the profes­ 
sional politicians plan their conventions, 
no one is quite certain what may happen. 
That one element alone makes them in­ 
teresting to the public, which now gets 
to hear and see all that is going on out­ 
side of the smoke filled caucus rooms. 
The June issue of American Heritage 
carries a very interesting historical rec­ 
ord of the political convention system 
by Roy F. Nichols, in which he con­ 
cludes: 
"The political convention, obviously, 
is an occasionally unpredictable instru­ 
ment. It has been an established feature 
of American life for well over a century 
now, and very often it is geared to the 
desires of the politiciaps rather than to 
the necessities of the general public. 
Ocassionally, as in 1860, political wis­ 
dom and leadership are lacking in it, 
with deplorable results. Most of the time 
it works fairly smoothly. In any case, it 
Is the machinery by which the Constitu­ 
tional electorial setup is enabled to 
work.”
